NCON, C. Z., Oct. 9.—The Republic of Panama and the 
Canal Zone are keeping pace with .the rest of the 
world in the matter of automobiles, recent reports show.

operating there now than there 
were fifteen months ago, accord- 
ing to figures on the 1926 Canal 
Zone automobile licenses issued to 
August of this year by the bureau 
of statistics ef the Panama Canal. 


The f:ve most popular cars on 
the Isthmus for this year as well 
as for last are the Ford, which 
leads with a total of 944; the 
Buick with a total of 631; the 
Studebaker with 339; followed 
by the Dodge and Chevrolet. 

The greatest percentage of in- 
crease recorded is for the Essex, 

which shows a 66 per cent. gain. 
The Nash with 88 cars this year 
and 44 in May last year comes sec- 
ond with a 50 per cent. gain. The 
Chevrolet also shows almost 66 per 
cent. gain. 

The total number of licenses 
granted up to August, 1926, includ- 
ing the officilat Canal Zone 
licenses cutstanding on machines 
owned by the United States Army 
and Navy, the Panama Canal and 
the Panama government is 4,417 as 
compared with a totat of 3.343 on 
May 1, 1925, or an increase of 
1,075 cars. 

Exclusive of the official 
licenses the total number of 
Meenses granted up te August is 
3,485. This is an imorense of 
933 cars over the May record, 
when the total was 2,553 cars. 
These figures include licenses 
for private cars, taxis or jitneys, 
buses and trucks. 

There are 93 different makes of 
automobiles on the Isthmus. Of 
this number 53 have less than five 
cars registered, and these include 
Such names as Citroen, Crossley, 
Hamson, Mathis, Maccar, Schacht 
and Steyr. 

Although there is no road across 
the Isthmus and proportionately 
few good roads for motorists, and 
in spite of the fact that Panama 
has an excellent taxicab and jitney 
service, the number of privately 
owned automobiles is increasing. 
Of the total of 3,485 cars licensed 
up te August, 2,488. are privately 
owned, which is 71 per cent. of the 
cars registered. The taxicabs and 
jitneys comprise 19 per cent. of the 
total, with 664 cars. 

Almost half the taxicabs and 
jJitmeys are Buicks, which lead 
the list with a total of 321. The 
Ford is next, with 112, while the 
Studebakers are third, with 74. 
Hadsons are fourth, with 55.

Sales Waste 


N a recent issue of.a heuse organ published by the Dunlop 
Tire Company some extremely interesting and signifi- 
cant figures were queted. These statistics were compiled 
from actual tests in his own store by L. F. Cornell, a tire 
dealer at Freeport, fil. What Mr. Cornell attempted was 
to find out exactly how much of the cierk’s total time was 
spent in profitable sales effort. Here are the figures he 
gathered, placed on a percentage basis :—

Frem this it will be seen that the actual profit-making 
sales effort consumes just 15 per cent. of the clerk’s time. 
Now, while we must admit that certain other classifications 
are necessary, arranging goods and cleaning up, still this 
leaves 55 per cent. of the total day devoted to walking, loaf- 
ing and useless talking. In other words, more than half 
the clerk’s time is consumed in matters that have no effect 
on making sales. Even granting that a certain amount of 
time must be taken up in walking, it is quite possible to walk 
needlessly, exactly as much time is wasted in useless talking. 

Even the automotive merchant who prides himself on 
the efficiency of his organization will be surprised if he will 
carefully analyze the work of his clerks to find out how 
large a per cent. of their time goes into waste motion. 

This same tire dealer, who seems to have a distinct 
flair for analysis, presents some other interesting figures, 
gathered from his own observation, with regard to the 
reasons that lose sales, even after the customer is in the shop. 
He lists these as follows :-—

The significant fact with regard to this latter compila- 
tion is that. with only 30 per cent. of all sales lost 
through poor salesmanship the predominant 70 per cent. go 
out of the store through causes that could be remedied before 
the prospect enters the place of business. Store methods, 
mistakes, indifference of clerks and poor quality are all mat- 
ters of more or less long standing and not failure of sales 
inducement at the moment the sale is being consummated. 
Automotive dealers in all branches of the industry will find 
food for thought in these figures, with immediate applica- 
tion to their own business. 
Washington has 219,133 motor vehicles, which the tax 
assessors value at $42,678,497. The value with relation to 
other property is probably higher than it would be in some 
other states. New York, for instance, with its big cities 
having tremendously high valuations, and their compara- 
tively low motor vehicle registrations, would make a sorry 
showing against Washington’s total. New York city, with 
the highest real estate valuation in the country, has only 
some 360,000 motor vehicles registered within its boundar- 
ies. Obviously, the ratio of car value to total valuation for 
taxation will be very small. It would be interesting to see 
the figures for taxation valuation of all the motor cars in 
che country.
